Along with moving most of 
its programs back under one 
roof at 308 Lawndale, the 
commission on aging also 
hired a project manager. 
Sherry Haag, of Grayling, 
will begin Oct. 1 as head of 
the commission on aging 
programs. 

“We’re looking to serve 
the needs of all of the seniors 
in Crawford County,’’ Haag 
said. ‘“By November Ist, we 
will be mailing out a survey 
to all seniors in the county 
asking them what they 
want.” 

Haag encourages seniors 
to come to the comunission 
on aging offices at Lawndale 
and take a look at some of 
the programs offered. 

“My door will always be 
open,’’ she said. “I hope to 
be able to provide activities 
and programs to expand 
your minds, serve your 
needs, tickle your funny 
bone, and help make your 


lives more challenging and 
fulfilling.” 

Haag served three years 
as director of the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program 
and one year as assistant- 
secretary of RSVP in Gray- 
ling before accepting the 
project manager position. 

The project manager posi- 
tion is a new job created af- 
ter Lora Gould was dis- 
missed as commission on 
aging director by the county 
board of commissioners. 
Mary Harland took over 
duties temporarily as chair- 
woman of the commission tc 
keep programs operating. 

Both Harland and Haag 
said programs will be better 
than ever now that the com- 
mission on aging has moved 
back to Lawndale. 

They say the Lawndale 
location is ideal for seniors 
because many live in the 
housing project, the site has 
ample parking and barrier- 
free access, and the place 
was a gathering place for 
seniors for years. 


The commission on aging 
programs and offices were 
removed from the Grayling 
Housing project last April 
when HUD felt housing pro- 
ject and senior programs 
were being improperly 
mixed by Lora Gould, who 
was the director for both the 
Grayling Housing Com- 
mission and the Crawford 


County Commission on 
Aging. 
Along with a new lease and 


new project manager, the 
commission on aging will 
aiso be trying for a renewal 
of millage in November.

Last Phase of Fue! Leak 
Ciean-Up Started Here

Fuel Recovery Company, 
of St. Paul, Minnesota, 
began Monday on the final 
phase of clean-up on an 
estimated 7,200-gallon diesel 
fuel leak near the Mobiliza- 
tion and Training Equip- 
ment Site (MATES), 

The Minnesota company 
won a bid for $70,000 for 12 
months of recovery. work. 
The Department of Military 
Affairs is paying for the 
clean-up. 

“The fuel leak was 
discovered June 25 by mili- 
tary personnel. By the next 
moring, Camp Grayling 


commander Colonel Ivan 
Gwilt had his roads and 
grounds crew digging and 
pumping the fuel out of the 
ground under supervision of 
the DNR ground water 
quality division. 

Gwilt estimated his crews 
recovered up to 6900 gallons 
of the fuel. 

The Minnesota company 
will be drilling both monitor 
and recovery wells. The 
recovery wells will be 26 in- 
ches in diameter and will 
pump contaminated water 
out of the ground and run it 
through a machine to extract 
the fuel. 


At the end of the clean-up, 
the water at the site must 
match well water from a 
nearby site that was not con- 
taminated. 

A hole about the size of a 
nickel in a line to under- 
ground fuel tanks was 
responsible for the leak. . 
Three 44,000-gallon under- 
ground fuel tanks. are 
located between MATES and. 
the railroad tracks south of 
the complex. The fuel tanks 
are used for Camp Grayling 
operations. The military has 
plans to move the tanks out 
to Camp Grayling near the 
new warehouse. en Tee

GOV. JAMES BLANCHARD recently sat 
back and took a look at his media relations 
during his first two years in office, and 
came up with a couple of interesting com- 
ments this writer is very happy to pass on. 

Print journalism, the governor told an 
audience of capitol newsfolk, is more impor- 
tant than the electronic media, and for three 
specific reasons: 

1. The printed word ‘‘sets the framework” 

> @ tor public debate of issues, calling the atten- 

tion of the public to the pluses and minuses 
of various matters and thus defining what 
actions will be discussed and considered by 
public officials. 

2, Opinion leaders across the state are 
avid readers of newspapers, including 
editorials; thus those who shape public 
opinion are influenced by what appears in 
the newspapers. 

@ 3. The printed word provides ‘historical 
perspective” for what’s going on in the pub- 
lic arena, providing a much broader mean- 
ing to the facts. 

As a person who has spent his working life 
in the print medium, with significant dab- 
bles in the public arenas as well, I heartily 
endorse Blanchard’s viewpoints. Of course, 
aS a newspaper person, I usually am too 
modest to make such points myself, but am 

4 only too happy to report them when 

4 @ someone else does. 

* * * 

GOV. BLANCHARD also hit upon one of the 
distinct weaknesses of the press, both print- 
ed and electronic. He teld the same audien- 
ce of newspeople that capitol reporters 
should get outstate more, abandoning their 
capitol haunts to travel around the state to 
see what’s on the minds of the people around 
Michigan. 

They will find, Blanchard suggests, that 
| @ the people of Michigan are more interested 
fi in how some action in the legislature will af- 
fect them directly — how it ‘‘will affect 
‘some road or school or river’ is the way the 
governor put it — than in who is calling 


i @ State officials and investors have com- 
pleted the sale of $450 million in short-term 
notes and State Treasurer Robert Bowman 
said the presence on the November ballot of 
the Voter’s Choice tax amendment. in- 
creased borrowing costs by as much as $2.8 
million. 

The state is paying 7 percent interest on 
the notes plus $1.8 million for a line of credit 
arranged through New York’s Citibank, an 
additional security whick enabled the notes 
to carry the highest rating of the two major 
rating services. 

‘Bowman said the state’s financial position 
has improved so much it could have con- 
sidered trying to once again borrow funds 
without backup credit support of banks, but 
the presence of Proposal C precluded that. 

“Next year, I can assure you that if we 
defeat Proposal C, we will not, need a credit 
facility,’ Bowman said. 

Bowman acknowledged that opinion is 
mixed on Wall Street on whether the state 
4 @ needed the line of credit this year. 

Bowman said the notes, being sold to 


cover the state’s cash flow problems at the: 


beginning of the fiscai year, bear a higher 
interest rate due to the presence of Proposal 
C, at an additional cost of as much as $1 
million. 

Although the state will, in effect, pay 7 
percent interest on $450 million, it techni- 
cally is paying 7-3/8 percent interest while 
receiving about $453 million from investors. 

| The higher face interest rate serves as a 
buffer for investors to keep the notes more

Again, I find myself agreeing with Gov. 
Blanchard; only he should not limit his 
suggestions to news people but should in- 
clude politicians and office holders as well. 
Too often our public officials — as well as 
our media people -- become blinded by the 
so-called glamour of the capitol setting. 
Very often, as Gov. Blanchard suggests, the 
capitol setting is simply not in tune with 
what’s important out in the grass roots. 

I WOULD EVEN take this criticism a step 
further. Washington experts, both media 
and political, are even more guilty of 
wearing capitol blinders than the Lansing 
variety, in my opinion. 

All of the emphasis seems to be on Wash- 
ington and New York, and not enough on 
Chicago or Des Moines or Denver. Too 
many people in the nation’s capitol seem to 
think that the world ends at the boundaries 
of the District of Columbia; it doesn’t. We’re 
important too, out here in the hustings. 

Of course, the media are headquartered in 
New York, Washington and to a lesser 
degree in Los Angeles. They provide a 
skewered view of what’s really important in 
this country. Or so it seems to me. 

As Gov. Blanchard has suggested to his 
Lansing colleagues, the Washington types 
should get out of town much more often, too. 

* * * 

DOES IT SEEM as if there are more and 
more lawyers joining our society all the 
time? It sure does. And all of them don’t 
work in law firms or for the government, 
either.

auto industry, Bowman said. 

Citibank’s Richard Kezer concurred with 
Bowman’s assessment. He said the concern 
of the financial community about Proposal 
C, “is what it raises in the minds of in- 
vestors of the mood in the state of Michigan 
and the ability of Michigan to meet its 
needs. Our principle concern is the inability 
to react to problems in the future.” 

The proposal would roll tax and fee rates 
to 1981 levels and require increases to be 
approved by voters or a four-fifths majority 
of the state Legislature to local government 
legislative bodies. The rollbacks would 
mean about a $1 billion loss in state 
revenues. 

Steward Fuchs of the Goldman, Sachs in- 
vestment house said the proposal is ‘‘more 
radical” than either the famed California 
tax cut or a Massachusetts tax cut, both of 
which affected local, not state, authority. 

The total interest/line of credit cost on the 
$450 million is $33.3 million compared to 
$36.5 million last year on a $500 million note 
sale at an interest rate of 6.15 percent and 
line of credit costs of $3.4 million. 

The money, to be delivered October 1, is to 
meet state cash needs for payments to 
schools, colleges and local governments. 

A $360 million payment to schools is due 
October 1 and $50 million to colleges and 
universities will be sent in the 10 days after, 
and the rest to local governments.

Doodles From 
The Tail Timber

The recent rains seem to 
have influenced the varieties 
of fungus that are appearing 
in profusion. Just exactly 
what species are growing in 
the Tall Timber I cannot say 
with certainty. Trying to 
identify the mushrooms 
found in the fall is tricky at 
best. The common jeweled 
puffball and the smooth puff- 
ball are quite common at 
this time of year. The jewel- 
ed puffball or Lycoperdon 
perlatum is edible but 
beware of any tinge of yellow 
in the interior or any other 
color than white. An over- 
aged specimen will spoil a 
whole pan full. Any other 
color than yellow may in- 
dicate one of the Amanitas 
which are so poisonous as to 
kill a whole house full of 
guests. 

Some people call the 
Lycoperdon pyriforme the 
smooth puffball and others 
refer to it as the pear-shaped 
puffbalt. At any rate, it is 
only one to two inches across 
and the surface varies from 
smooth to scaly. Again the 
caution of checking for any 
discoloration is in order and 
should be followed without 
fail. As always, when talking 
about the edibility of mush- 
rooms, it pays to eat only a 
very small quantity the first 
time to assess your body’s 
reaction. There is no an- 
tidote for plant poisoning.
